“I advised me that the commencement date for purpose: 
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of computing 
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home leave is the date of arrival at the individual's assigned post and that the termina- 
tion date is the date of departure from the assigned post. Travel time consumed. in pro- 
ceeding to or from the station is not entered into the computation unless there is TDY 
performed errtoute. 

Originally, the preceding Foreign Service Acts read that home leave would be com- 
puted after two years of continuous service. A person could be considered to be in the 
Foreign Service upon his commencement of travel to his foreign post, even though performed 

in the continental United States. 00 c 
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
